DEATH ONLY A PRETENCE; 
BRICKS PUT IN COFFIN 


Mrs. Hamilton Says that Duke Said 
Anything Would Do to Put In 
Coffin Which was Supposed 
to Contain the Remains 
of Druce. 


London, November 27.—The hearing 
wt the Druce case, involving claims 
to the Portland estates, was resumed 
in court today, having been adjourned 
from November 21. 

The examination of Miss Mary Robin- 
son, who was an amanuensis for the 
late T. C. \Druce, who is alleged to have 
been the fifth duke of Portland, was 
concluded, Miss Robinson was shown 
letters purporting to have been written 
by the duke of Portland to T. C. Druce. 
She admitted that the handwriting was 
not the same, and she falled to recoR- 
nize the handwriting in letters signed 
T. C. Druece td Herbert Druce, defend- 
ant in the perjury action growing out 
of this case, as the handwriting of her 
employer. 

As corroboration of Miss Robinson's 
statement that she met Charles Dick- 
ens in Kensington gardens shortly be- 
fore his death, and her allegation that 
at .that time the novelist told her that 
Druce and the duke of Portland were 
one and the same persons, L. Atherley- 
Jones, counsel for the prosecution, read 
an extract from the reminiscences of 
Sir’ Wemyss Reld, stating that he had 
“geen Mr. Dickens walking in Kensington 
gardens with a young girl a week before 
he died. 

Druce and the Duke Were the Same. 

Mrs. Margaret Hamilton, 70 years of 
age, was then called as a witness. She 
swore that Druce and the duke of Port- 
land were the same person, and identi- 
fied portraits of the duke as Druce. She 
said that the duke, whom she described 
as an old friend of her father’s, always 
had a false beard in his pocket. The 
duke. the witness continued, had at one 
time intended to marry her, but her 
father refused his consent. Mrs. Hamil- 
ton then said that on one occassion she 
had asked the duke why he wore a false 
beard. He explained it was necessary 
to have a beard when he appeared as 
Druce. In 1864, the witness went on, 
the duke of Portland said tg her: 
“Madge, I am going to die.’’ 

To this the witness replied: 

“You don’t look like it.’ 

Mrs. Hamilton then declared that her 
father had explained to her that’ the 
duke of Portland was going to cease to 
be T. C. Druce, and she 
informed there was going to be a fu- 
neral. In !866 she again saw her fa- 
ther and the duke of Portland together 
in London. and on this occasion’ she 
said chaffingly to the duke: 

“T thought you were dead and buried.” 


She Hoped He Would Repent. 

She called him Druce, and this an- 
noyed him. 

Continuing, Mrs. Hamiiton testitied 
‘that she last saw the duke of Portland 
in 1876. The duke then said that he 
felt very ill and thought he was going 
to die. Mrs. Hamilton said to him: 

“T hope you will repent of all your 
sins.’ and to this the duke answered: 
‘Thank you, Madge.’’ 

The witness testiffed that the man 
she saw in 1876 was also T. CC. Druce, 
of the Baker street bazaar. The duke, 
the witness averr¢ed, suffered from an 
affection of the skin. and at one time 
had lumps on his nose. 

In the course of her testimony Mrs. 
Hamilton said that the fourth duke of 
Portland was her god-father. She had 
been at Welbeck abbey with her father 
as the guest of the fifth duke, whom 
she knew very well in his dual charac- 
ter.

CITIZENS ARE ENJOINED 
AS WELL AS. OFFICIALS 


Under Jones’ Order Possible Passen- 
gers and Shippers Are Restrained. 
L. and N., Georgia Central and 
Western of Alabama Asked 
for Injunction. 


Montgomery, Ala., November 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Judge Thomas G. Jones, of 
the United States district court, 
late this afternoon granted a re- 
Straining order which has the effect 

f temporarily suspending al) of 
the railroad regulation legislation 
passed at the extra session of the legis- 
lature which recently adjourned, as they 
apply to the Louisville and Nashville, 
the South and North Alabama, the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, 
and the Central of Georgia railroads. 

The court suspends the laws tempora- 
rily for an investigation of the claims 
made in the bills that they are confis- 
catory and unconstitutional. 

Everybody Is Enjoined. 

All sheriffs, solicitors, clerks, possi- 
ble passengers or shippers are estopped 
from in any way interfering with the 
operations of the Central of Georgia, 
the Louisville and Nashville, the South 
and North and the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis. The bills are 
sought to be supplemental to the in- 
junctions now pending against the old 
laws, and the orders cover every possi- 
ble offender. é' 

In addition, the Central Trust Com- 
pany of New York has (filed _ suit 
against the Central of Georgia, as a 
result of~ayhich an order like those in 
the raflroaG™etitions has been issued, 
restraining every officer of the state 
from attempting to enforce the rates, 
also preventing any employee of the 
road from making or accepting rates 
lower than those now in effect. This 
company holds the second income mort- 
gage bonds of the Central, and alleges 
that at any less rates than those now 
collected it will be impossible to earn 
enough money to pay the interest.

And Christmas Carols May Be 
Sung by New York Pupils, 


CLERGYMEN FOUGHT BOARD 


And Latter Was Forced to Rescind

New York, November 27.—Christmas 
carols may still be sung and the holi- 
day will be observed along traditional 
lines in the public schools of the city 
os far as the authorities are concerned. 
Late today the board of education unan- 
imously adopted a resolution which 
places that body on record as not Op- 
posed to these observances, and leaves 
the matter to the judgment of indi- 
vidual superintendents.

“Let me kill her.” — 

Brown Repudiated Son by Wife. 

Mr. Brown was-in a room about six 
feet away and Mrs. Bradley called to 
him: 

“Come here, Mr. Brown. 
trying to kill your darling.’’ 

She rushed to Mr. Brown’s door and 
asked to be let in. The door was open- 
ed and Mr. Brown came out. They ali 
went in a small room and sat down and 
bad a “<onversation lasting several 
heats. 

‘At the end of the conversation,’ said 
the witness, ‘““Mr. Brown denied that he 
was the father of Max Brown, and said 
he was the father of two of Mrs. Brad- 
ley’s children. Mrs. Brown turned to 
Senator Brown and pointing to Mrs.

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The Strange Story of Mad Infatua- 
tion of Enoch Sanders for His 
Fourteen-Year-Old Niece, 
Whom He Waated to 
Marry, 


Lithonia, Ga., November 27.—(Special.) 
This ¢ity today was shocked profoundiy 
by thé news that about 6 o'clock this 
morning Bnech Ganders, about forty 
years old, a granite cutter, living about 
One mile east of Lithonia, had attemptea 
to kéll his niece, Bertha Sanders, 14 
years of age, by cutting her throat with 
@ razor; that he had also badly cut the 
child’s mother, Mrs. Alice Sanders, who 
attempted to protect her daughter, and 
then finally finding his murderous at- 
tempt thwarted, he had jerked the razor 
across his own throat, Cutting it from 
ear to ear, 

A Mad Infatuation. 

Behind this Story of attempted murder 
and suicide is the history of a mad in- 
fatuation on the part of Sanders for 
vg l4-year-old niece. Some yearg ago 
Chanlie Sanders, the husband of Mrs. 
Alice Sanders and the father ot Bertha 
Sanders, died, leaving a widow and three 
obdidren. Enoch Sanders, the brother ot 
Charlie Sanders, then came to live witn 
his widowed sister-in-law and the or- 
phaned children. In a short time he 
vecame madly infatuted with his pretty 
livtle niece, and became extremely jeai- 
ous Of any attentions paid her. 

‘Both Mis. Sanders and her daughter, 
Bertha, admit that for a Jong time 
kmoch Sanders hes provided for the 
Suppont of his niece, and they also gtate 
Unwt he has repeautédly proposed marry: 
ing the little girl. Both, however, deny 
What Sanders has ever in any way at- 
sag She Solan omit cs ee 

. owever, in dis- 
cussing how «deeply he loved the chila 
ne would declare that he would neve} 
allow any other man to marry her, hav- 
ing worked himself into a passion 
the discussion. 

Cause of Tragedy’ 

According to the story told by Mrs. 
Sanders and Bertha the immediate cause 
of the outburst on the part of Enoch 
Sanders was their announceg intention 
of spending Thanksgiving day in A:- 
tanta. He declared that if Bertha was 
laken to Atlanta on that day he would 
Kill Bertha and his sister-insiaw aiso, 
according to their story. Such threais, 
however, Mrs. Sanderg stated, had been 
made before, and she was not alarmed. 

Mrs. Sanders’ story of the affair ig as 
follows: 

“Bertha and I were in the kitchen when 
he entered. He did not seem angry or 
excited, but walked over to where my 
daughter was standing, and throwing his 
arms apout her neck, said: ‘God bless my 
darling paby.’ The next instant I heard 
my child scream, and rushing to her as- 
sistance 1 was horror stricken to see my 
brother-in-law torcing her head back 
while in his right hang he held a razor 
Just as he got ‘the blade to her throat i 
grabbed his hand, preventing him from 
inflicting more than a slight wound, but 
in the struggle my Jeft hand wag pain- 
fully cut. My son, Clifford, aged |6 years, 
heard my and my daughter's cries and 
hunriey to the kitchen. 

“My brother-in-law turned this atten 
tion to my son and ran him from the 
room Then without a word and while 
he was standing in the doorway which 
open from the Kitchen into the midd! 
room he threw his own head back and 
began to draw the razor across his 
throat, continuing the operation as ne 
backeg towards the bed, upon which he 
fiung himself, letting the razor fall to 
the floor.- My son had given the alarm 
and the neighbors flocked in. A doctor 
was summoned and after our wounds 
were given attention we were taken to 
court for the preliminary hearing.” 

Bertha Sanders’ Statement. 

The following statement was made by 
the girl in regard to the tragedy: 

“Unele Enoch has armnoyed me very 
much with his attentions, but at the 
same time he has been very good and 
kind. He has often pra@posed marriage 
to me (at this point of her story the 
girl blushed profusely and her voice 
faltered), but I have always replied that 
such a thing was not only impossible, 
but ridiculous. The idea of my marry- 
ing my father’s brog.er. Besides, he 
is three times as old as I a. 

“My uncle often told me that he 
would kill me ‘before he would ever see 
me receive attentions from any other 
man, and that if 1 ever married any one 
else the would kill me and then kill 
himself. I did not think that he meant 
what he said. He never drank and 
was always so thoughtful of me that 1 
couldn’t believe that he would hurt me, 

‘Wednesday morning when he came 
into the kitchen I thought he was 
simply petting me in his usual affec- 
tionate manner, but when he pulled my 
head back and I saw the light in his 
eyes and the razor in his right hand.1 
knew that he was about to carry out 
his threats.”’ 

A Ghastly Object. 

Enoch Sanders was arraigned this 
morning before Justice of the Peace 
David Phillips, and given the oppor- 
tunity to tell his version of his attack 
on his niece. He was unapie to speak 
above a whisper, and was gasping for 
breath all the while. Too weak from 
loss of blood to sit up he lay upon a 
pallet. He presented a ghastly appear- 
ance with his throat bandaged up and 
blood stains all over his clothing. 

His statement was a mumbled affair, 
almost incoherent. All .« he 
could say was that he did not cut him- 
self, but that either his sister-in-law 
or his niece used the razor. 

Justice Phillips, after hearing the evi- 
dence, bound Sanders over to the March 
term of the DeKalb superior court in 
default of a bond of $500.

“We have three track walking civil 
engineers in our employ now,” said 
Chairman McLendon, “and they are 
making weekly reports to us in regard 
to the conditions of the roadbeds in the 
state. We never let one know where 
the other is, and sometimes ali three are 
inspecting the same road. We will keep 
them busy for some time yet. 

“We are glad to note that the roads 
are taking to the orders and we hear 
constant reports of improvements 
throughout the state.” 

Objects to Being Deposed., 

W. M. Outlaw, tax receiver for Mont- 
gomery county, whom the grand jury 
of that county has recommended for dis- 
misgal. has written to the comptroller 
general declaring that it is “a politica! 
trick,’’ and he does not want to get out 
of. office. 

The comptroller states that there are 
two sides to every dispute, and that he 
will not take action until he hears more 
fully from the official under fire and 
also from the ordinary of the county, 
giving the grand jury side of the case.

He was tried by his church on the 
29th of March, and was suspended from 
preaching until the meeting of the pres- 
ent conference. 


Bryan Was Arrested. 


It was reported at the time that Mr. 
Bryan mistreated his wife on account 
of the matter wi..ch involved the young 
lady, but this he denled. On march 
30, his neighbors alleged that they 
heard Mr. Bryan mistreating his wife, 
and on that date swore out a warrant 
charging him with wife-beating, and 
Mr. Bryan was at that time arrested 
and placed in jail. The game day his 
wife went to the jail and requested to 
be allowed to stand his bond. He was 
released. Mr. Bryan left that day for 
Macon, where he remained until the 
following Monday, when he returned to 
Millen to stand trial. The case was 
dismissed for lack of direct evidence. 

The young woman involved was study- 
ing under Mr. Bryan for the purpose of 
becoming a foreign missionary.

The Two Mannufacturing Concerns

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, 
Macon, Ga., November 27.—(Special.)— 
The last act in the disposition of a case 
that has been prominent for thirty 
years in Macon was a stroke of the pen 
today that affixed the name of Judge 
W. H. Felton to a consent decree in thé 
mandamus proceedings of Ben L. Jones§ 
against the Bibb Manufacturing Com- 
pany and the Macon Knitting Mills, in 
which he sought to force the large con- 
cerns to pay alleged back taxes to the 
city amounting to about $60,000. The 
case went off the docket as settled and 
in the meantime the owners of the mills 
placed in the city treasury the sum of 
$1,000 as a compromise. 

The mandamus proceedings were in- 
stituted several months ago and a 
warm fight was kept up. The matter 
was finally taken up in council last 
night and terms as fixed by attorneys 
representing both sides were accepted. 
This left nothing further for the court 
to do but to pgt the proceedings on the 
dockets. 

For years and years the two manu- 
facturing concerns have gone under fire 
from citizens who objected to a con- 
tract with the city In which there were 
tax exemptions. The contract !s no 
longer valid and hereafter it will be a 
matter with the mills and the city 
council as to what proportion of taxes 
must be paid.

Foreign Immigration. 

Editor Constitution: I have noticec, 
with more than passing interest, that 
the American Federation of Labor, at its 
recent meeting at Norfolk, passed a res- 
olution favoring the absolute exclusion 
of immigrants from Asia and the isl- 
ands of the Pacific. This resolution 
was, of course, directed against the 


| Japanese and Chinese, and was no doubt 
| prompted by sentiment 


on the Pacific 
coast. 

The menace to the welfare of the 
States of the extreme west from oriental 


immigration is well understood. The 


| oriental represents a civilization whose 


ideals are so different from ours that 
he cannot be expected to see things 4s 
‘we see them. But the fact that he is 
so radically different makes the ori- 
ental vastly less dangerous to the civ- 
flization of the American nation than 
the incoming hordes from the south of 
Europe, about which the American Fed. 
eration of Labor said nothing at all. 

There is little danger of amalgamation 
with the orientals who may infest Our 
western states. They will retain their 
identity as completely as has the negro 
in the south: But what of the vast army 
of ignorant and undesirable people from 
the shores of the Mediterranean? What 
beeomes of them? Do they retain their 
individuality? Certainly not. They are 
“assimilated,” as we are 
with 
goes, in the course of time, to infect 
our own. se 

The immigration question is one of the 
gravest questions before the American 
nation today; and its menace to the east 
vastly surpasses that ‘to the wes.

The Cotton Outlook. 

Editor Constitution: I would lke to give 
some other views of the cotton situation. 
Since those recently published in the south bv 
New York's speculative bear leader, casually 
looked into, and from their side only, are so 
likely to spread pessimism in the ranks of 
southern business—men who keep posted on 
cotton only in a general way. 

Adding to the visible supply of American 
cotton in the world September 1. 1906, the 
American groduction for the past season, and 
the season’s supply of American cotton was 
14,400,000 bales; taking from this the world’s 
Visible supply of American cotton on hand 
September 1, 1907, and the disappearance 
was a little in excess of 13,000,000 bales 
American cotton. These figures are taken 
from Latham, Alexander & Co.’s cotton move- 
ment and fluctuation. 

Now lok at the present 
The November Ist ginners’ report showed a 
725,000-bale decrease from the corresponding 
period of last year. If about the same ratio 
of decrease applies to the coming report of 
then we.pill be about 900,000 
bales behind the same period of last year. 
The correctness of these reports is now sub- 
stantiated by the movement, which is a mil- 
lion bales behind this date last year. 

The indicated crop now then is far short 
of 18,000,000 bales and the world’s September 
1, 1907, visible supply of American cotton 
will have to be drawn, on/so far as this crop 
falls below 18,000, 000-bale mark. A 
situation, which, considering the large per- 
centage of poor cotton which must be in the 
leavings of successive crops, in no wise justl- 
fies the selling down, below cost, of any por- 
tion of this season’s production. When I say 
the presemt price (I speak from the actual 
experience gained in growing the staple and 
from the: observation obtained through our 
mercantile and banking interests of the af- 
fairs of others engaged in its production) 
seems to offer from cotton’s true statistical 
position and a cost of production standpoint, 
if they are not to be utterly disregarded, ex- 
cellent opportunities for investment. Besides 
it will render no more than the assistance 
justly due our two great agricultural as- 
sociations who are fighting so hard for the 
welfare of our section.

HOLD MEETING AT ALBANY 


Turpentine Industry in Georgia Is in 
Serious Condition, With Little 
Promise of Betterment, 

Albany, Ga., November 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—About ‘thirty of the most ex- 
tensive turpentine operators of south- 
west Georgia met tn Albany yesterday 
for a conference, the purpose of which 
was carefully guarded by those par- 
ticipating, though the correspondent 
of The Constitution’ has suéceeded. in 
inducing one of the gentlemen who 
participated in the meeting to talk. 

The thirty men in the meeting, to- 
gether with a half dozen others whe 
were represented by proxy, dominate 
the field of turpentine and rosin pro- 
duction in this part of the state, and 
represent an aggregate capital of sey- 
eral million dollars. The gentlemen to 
whom the correspondent of The Con- 
stitution talked is one of the most 
extensive operators in this section, 
having large turpentine interests in 
a county adjoining Dougherty. He 
said: 

“The meeting held yesterday in Al- 
bany was for the purpose of securing 
united action by the turpentine oper- 
ators of southwest Georgia for pur- 
poses of mutual protection, 

“To make a purely unvarnished 
statement, not a turpentine operator in 
this part of the country has made a 
dollar this year. On the contrary, 95 
per cent have lost money, and the end 
is not yet. s 

“The state of affairs has finally 
brought turpentine operators face to 
face with a crisis. Matters give no 
promise of improvement, and when a 
few days ago a call was issued for 
operators in this section to meet to 
consider the situatiOn there was 
prompt and enthusiastic response, 

“At yesterday’s meeting there was 
rot a dissenting voice to the proposi- 
tion that it is absolutely imperative 
that there be an immediate curtaile 
ment of the production of spirits and 
rosin. There was a tacit agreement 
yesterday that no operator represent- 
ed at the meeting would cut any more 
boxes than may be necessary to pro- 
vide employment during the coming 
season to laborers not able to secure 
epoxy mens elsewhere. 

“Another meeting is to be held in 
the near future, probably in the course 
of the next two or three weeks, at 
which permanent organization will be 
perfected, officers elected, etc. It is 
simply a ‘ground-hog case’ which con- 
fronts the turpentine operators, and 
we are simply forced to take this step 
for the purpose of protecting our in.- 
terests.”’

Whether or not Georgia can enforce 
a franchise tax upon the Western 
Union Telegraph Company is now in 
the hands of Judge Newman, so far 
as a decree from the United States 
district court may obtain. 

Argument by attorneys for the West- 
ern Union company and for Comp- 
troller General Wright, as to the right 
of the comptroller general to demand 
a franchise tax, occupied almost the 
entire session of the court yesterday. 
Albert Howell, of Dorsey, Brewster, 
Howell & Heyman, appeared for the 
movants, while Attorney General Hart 
was present for the comptroller gen- 
eral. 

The story of the litigation has, fre- 
quently been told. To prevent the ut- 
terance of executions against the 
Western Union company for collection 
on $796,000 taxes on physical property 
in Georgia and on $950,000 for its 
franchise in Georgia, the company 
asked the United States court to en- 
join the comptroller general from col- 
lecting or attempting to collect a 
franchise tax. In its prayer for in- 
junction the Western Union avers that 
its only franchise in Georgia was 
granted it by the federal government. 
That franchise was in the nature of a 
contract between the federal govern- 
ment and the Western Union. The 
Western Union, agreeing to serve un- 
der conditions stipulated by the goy- 
ernment provided the government al- 
lowed the company the use of its post- 
roads and lines for its wires.

“Production in foreign countnies is re- 
porteqg at least 2,000,000 bales short as 
compared with last year.
